111, 810, is further
amended to read:

6. Application procedure. An eligible person wishing to apply for apermit must file awritten
application for a permit on aform furnished by the commissioner. The application fee is nonrefundable.
A person may file no more than one application. A person who submits more than one application is
disqualified from the selection of permittees. The application must be accompanied by an application
fee of:

A. For aresident:
(1) Seven Eight dollars for a one-chance application;

(2) Twelhve Fourteen dollars for a 3-chance application. A resident must possess a valid big
game hunting license to be eligible to purchase a 3-chance application; and

(3) Twenty-two Twenty-five dollarsfor a 6-chance application. A resident must possessavalid
big game hunting license to be eligible to purchase a 6-chance application; or

B. For anonresident:

(1) Fifteen Eighteen dollars for a one-chance application;

(2) Twenty-five Twenty-nine dollars for a 3-chance application;
